MASSACHUSETTS - Reference should be made to Noe*s work 
on N.S.eoinage, Willow Tree Coinage, Oak Tree Coinage and (if 
ready) Pine Tree Coinage. Wurtabach should be ignored because he 
deliberately left out varieties he didn’t have. 

MARYLAND - There are two varieties of each denomination, 
12p, 6p and bp. There may be more. I would merely add «There 
are die varieties of the foregoing . 

FRENCH COLONIES - The Sou Marque and the 1/2 sou marque 
in billon should be added. These were used in the northern part 
of what is now D. S. (See Breton) 

NEW JERSEY - Mention should be made of the brass applied 
to the copper coin to make the crown golden. The silver farthing 
should be listed and priced. The gold one listed but unpriced. 

ROSA AMERICANA - There are 172U 2p, Ip and 1/2 p. Mention 
might be made of D.O.instead of DEI GRATIA on the 1723 1/2 p. 

WOOD’S - The note might add that there are specimens 
{'lifo r 

of 1723 in silver. There may be others. 

HIOLBY - Remove parenthesis from Uth variety listed as 
the date is on the coin. 

VIRGINIA - The comment about the large flan being a 
penny is wrong. Just mention large and small planehets. 

VERMONT - Mention 7 trees and 9 trees under third variety 
listed. The remark about die varieties below the baby head is 
wrong as the baby head is one die only, so is the VSRMONTS Ryder. 
Richardson should be mentioned. 


A new section under NSW tOEK should he added called 


Maehln Mills Coinage, The seventh Yermont item (Yermon Auctori - 
Brittania 178?) should he there included, also the OSOROIVS III 
REX IHDE ST LIB 1788 (Ryder 31) and the imitation British half- 
pence of 1778, 1787 and 1788. I will furnish pictures of all 
of them and a small text if so desired. 

CONNECTICUT - Miller must be mentioned and not Crosby. 

A few additional heads should be added. Mention ” ET LIB INDS” 
under eight picture. As long as spelling errors are included 
add ” ET. LIR” and ”ET IIB". There must be included Miller l(ii)-W¥ 
which has Brittania seated to the right with staff on left and 
branch hand on right. (I have a photo). Many more Connecticuts 
should be listed, I can help i? desired, 

KENXUCKT - There is a fourth edge design which is a 
vine and it should be listed. The Myddelton Token should be in- 
dicated as Canadian and mention of restrikes in proof made, 

MARYLAND - The long and short worm varieties should be 

included. 


MASSACHUSETTS - Add the variety with the arrows on 
left and branch on right. I can furnish a photo. 

NSW YORK - There should be added the small date Excelsior 
cent with branch on right and arrows on left. (I can furnish a 
photo). There are large and small planchets of the 1787 Immunis - 
Columbia 1787 which should be listed. (I can furnish a photo if 
needed) .

CONTINENTAL CURRENCY DOLLARS - Thess are of American 
origin not English and are not necessarily patterns. I am 
writing an article on this. There should be added the "beaded 
links** variety in brass of the CDRENCY type. Also the CURRENCY 
variety. I can send pictures. Mention should be made that 
"E.Q.** is Ephraim Getz, a Philadelphia engraver, 

FUGIOS - Add variety with raised 8 pointed stars in 
reverse band. Illustrate New Haven restrike. I ha'^e photos. 

Consider adding variety with FUCIO instead of FUQIO, 

IMMUNE COLUMBIA - This die was brought to America and 
used at Machin's Mills - Switch last two illustrated items to 
Machin’s Mills section, and add CEORCIVS III REX - LIBER NATUS,etc« 

CONFEDBRATIO CENTS - No such variety exists with 
AMERICANA and the large stars. John Ford knows all about this. 
AMERICA variety should be illustrated. (I have a photo). 

WASHINGTON PIECES - Liberty and Security 1/2 p should 
have "plain edge", "An Asylum for the Oppress’d of all Nations" 
and "Payable at London Liverpool or Bristol". Success tokens 
are in both brass and copper and are jettons. There are die 
varieties of several of these Washington pieces.
